Mitchell Will be Elected in Joint 
Convention Today. 


FRUITLESS BALLOTS IN OTHER STATES. 


The Republicans of Kansas Decided Not 
te Hold an Election for Senator— 
ther Political News. 


Madison, Wis., January 26.—On the thir- 
ty-first ballot in the democratic caucus this 
afternoon there was a break in the Knight 
ranks, Mitchell being elected United States 
senator. The vote was: Mitchell 46, Bragg 
32, Knight 1. 

At noon today both houses of the legis- 
lature met for the purpose of electing a 
United States senator. There was no 
choice and the convention adjourned until 
a noon, when Mitchell will be elec- 
ted. 

They Took No Ballot. 


Topeka, Kas., January 26.—The repubii- 
can joint assembly convened at 
noon, but in accordance with the 
decision arrived at by the caucus 
no ballot was taken, and the as- 
sembly adjourned sine die. 

The republicans have given up the hope 
of electing United States senator. They 
made a last effort today te devise means of 
checkmating the populists and sending to 
the United States senate a claimant to the 
seat to which John Martin was elected. 
They met in caucus and decided to support 
a stalwart democrat for the position if five 


| democrats would go over to them and give 


them a quorum on joint ballot. The five 
democrats had cast their ballots for Martin 
in the populist joint convention yesterday, 
and, of course, could not participate in an- 
other senatorial election. So when the re- 
publicans met in joint session they found 
themselves without a quorum and with no 
means of securing one. They then gave up 
the hope of electing a senator, and, after 
appointing a committee to prepare a state- 
ment of facts concerning the election of 
Judge Martin and protest against his ad- 
mission to the senate, they adjourned their 
joint convention sine die. 

The burden of the task of keeping Martin 
out of the senate now rests on Senator 
Perkins. He was appointed to serve in the 
place of the,Jate Senator Plumb until the 
Jegislature should choose his successor. The 
republicans hope to show that the populist 
house organization was illegal—that being 
illegal it could not participate in the election 
of a senator; that in reality no senator has 
been elected and Perkins should be allowed 
to-hold over until the expiration of Plumb’s 
term. 

The republicans received a telegram from 
Perkins today announcing that he would 
make a fight to retain his seat. Martin will 
leave for Washington Sunday armed with 
the proper certificate of his election. He 
may present it to¢he president of the senate 
and he may wait until the next session of 
congress, when he thinks the senate may 
be democratic and when his chances of re- 
cognition would be better than at present. 
Before making a definite decision on the 
course he will pursue he will confer with 
the democratic senatorial steering com- 
mittee. 

Asked to make a statement of his pres- 
ent position since his affiliation with the 
populists, Senator John Martin said today: 
“First let me say I am a democrat and 
have never been anything else. I am un- 
conditivnally in favor of tariff reform, not 
only tn the ordinfiry sense, but tariff re- 
duction of a radical character. I am in 
favor of the Yeast possible tariff rates that 
can be lInid on necessaries and placing 
higher rates of duties on luxuries. I am 
in favor of an unconditional and unlimited 
eoinage of silver and without limitation 
as to its debt-paying power. I am opposed 
upon principle to national banks or any 
other financial systein that compels or in- 
duces a partnership relation of a financial 
characte between the government and pri- 
vate individuals. Iam in favor of either 
an income tax or what may be even better, 
a graded property tax; I am in favor of 
radical control of railroads rather than 
ownership; I am in favor of electing Unit- 
ed States senators by ‘the direct vote of 
the people.”

Paris, January 26.—The Figaro states to- 
day that M. Wranqueville, the examining 
magistrate, has commenced a fresh inquiry 
in relation to the Panama scandal.

Barboux’s Eloquent Appeal. 

The assurance tLat Barboux would de 
liver his peroration today attracted a great- 
er throng :han ever to the courtroom. 
Among the audienc2 were an unusual num- 
ber of friends of I‘erdinand and Charles de 
Lesseps, who listened eagerly to every 
word of the griat advocate. Charles de 
Lesseps looked weary and pale, and gave 
an impression of yielding under the strain. 
Barboux argued that Charles de Lesseps 
was justified in the payments which he 
made to the newspapers and financial com- 
panies possessing influence which could 
be exercised in favor of the canal. If 
Charles de Lesseps yielded to the numer- 
ous exactions by intermediaries it was 
because he was pi<«foundly convinced that 
the lottery bond scheme would secure the 
success of the entire enterprise. Nearing 
the end of his peroration Bar- 
boux became impassioned in his 
tone, n eloquent and scathing lan- 
guage he denounced the blackmail and cor- 
ruption which had been so terribly and pal- 
pably rife in connection with the Panama 
enterprise. He canused a great sensation in 
court by an unexpected and withering at- 
tack on ex-Minister Floquet. “Why,” ex- 
claimed Barboux, vehemently, “is a 
former minister, whe directed the distri- 
bution of the press subsidies not sitting 
alongside the prisoner?’’ 

Here Barboux deliberately paused, as if 
to let the shaft which he had aimed quiver 
in the minds of his listeners and watch the 
effect.

This position he still oc- 
cupied at home ard abroad and would con- 
tinue to occupy, notwithstanding the vain 
attempt to connect him with the guilty 
conduct of others. Barboux closed with an 
eloquent and touching appéal in behalf of 
his clients. When he resumed his seat 
members of the bar crowded around him 
and haartily couggatulated him on his 
brilliant oratory.

THEY MOBBED HIM. 


An Ex-Priest Attempts to Lecture in La- 
Fayette, Ind., but a Fight Ensues. 

LaFayette, Ind., January 26.—Professor 
George P. Rudolph, formerly a Catholic 
priest at Cleveland, O., attempted to lec- 
ture at the opera house this evening, under 
the auspices of the American Protective 
Association. The speaker’s subject was, 
“Why I left the Romish Church.” 

Soon after opening his discourse a mob 


broke in the rear door of the house and ~ 


rushed on the stage and attacked the 
speaker. Rudolph was knocked down with 
a club and on rising drew a revolver and 
fired two shots. This brought a regular 
fusilade from all parts of the house, which 
was crowded. A stampede at once ensued, 
and while screams rent the air, a rush was 
made for the doors. Many of the ladies 
were bruised. and thrown down in their ef- 
forts to escape. The crowd was finally 
ejected from the stage and Rudolph con- 
tinued his lecture. The sheriff appointed a 
number of deputies, but — were unable 
to keep the crowd in the gallery quiet, and 
the meeting was adjourned. 

Between fifteen and twenty shots were 
exchanged, but no one was hit. The mob 
waited outside, but, under a strong guard, 
Rudolph was placed in a closed carriage and 
escorted to his bourding house.

ted at the December session, caused 
representatives of the towns and cities in- 
terested wo be notied of the motion, and 
baying no response, presumed that the 
modification askec tor was agreeable to the 
Subsequentiy, upon the promulga- 
tion of the rates under this order, the 
board of trade of Brunswick and represen- 
tatives of other cities made application 
“for the revocation of the order, and the 
january meeung was fixed as the time for 
the heariug of the application. ' 

All parties intcrested being present and 
represented, the case was duly heard, when 
it appeared taat the bpeenon of the De- 
“gemper order largly increftsed the rates 
‘on lumber, naval stores and other articles 
over rates hitherto allowed to and from 
Brunswick to the great injury to the par- 
ties engaged in business at the points af- 
fected, many of whom had gone into the 
pusinesss under the old rates, relying 
upon rule 1 as thew security against in- 
crease in rates. It appeared that as to lum- 
ber and naval stores and ties this change 
threateved serious embarrassment to the 

ies who had made contracts under the 
old rates, aud this increase of rates to and 
from Brunswick affected a large number of 
people and seemed an unjust increase in 
the rates allowed. It appeared that Bruns- 
wick was considerably nearer than Savan- 
nah to the points affected, and it was rep- 
resented that an equality of rates operated 
as a discrimination against Brunswick by 
denying her the legitimate advantages of 
her geographical situation. 

In their ruling the commissioners say: 

“After carefully considering the facts 
presented and the arguments submitted, we 
conclude that the order heretofore granted 
at the December session allowing an equal- 
ity of rates to Savannah and Brunswick 
from points west of Waycross should be re- 
yoked and that rule 1 should be put into 
operation without modification or suspen- 
sion. 

It was contended by the Savannah, Flor- 
ida and Western and the Brunswick and 
Western. Railway Companies that to “re- 
scind the order would materially reduce 
their revenues, and that the Brunswick 
aad Western railway was operated at an 
annual loss, and that this increase was nec- 
essary to enable them to operate the Bruns- 
wick and Western’ railroad without loss, 
and that in this respect rule 1 was inju- 
-fious and damaging to them.

tomplain of the operation of the rule which 
Was in full force at the time of the acquisi- 
tion of this  eeopery The people of Bruns- 
wick insisted upon the natural advantages 
which belong to them by reason of the lo- 
cation of their excellent harbor and cheap 
port charges, and urged that the order 
at the December session practically 
troys these advantages as to the terfi- 
tory in question. The evidence justifies 
their complaint, and we do not think that 
’ it is just to them that they should be de 
nied the natural advantages of the position, 
the location and harbor which they pos- 
sess.” 


The interstate commerce commission in 
- @late case of the Chamber of Commerce of 
Minneapolis against the Great Nonthern 
ilway Company et al, recognized sub- 
stantially this principle, as follows:

AFTER FIVE YEARS 


Frank Wright Is Taken to Sparta, Tennessee, 
to Answer the Charge of Murder. 


_ Nearly five years ago Mr. Henry T. Neal- 
ing, @ well-to-do farmer living near Sparta, 
Tenn., was brutally murdered while on his 
way from town to his home. 

The killing took place after dark, and the 
body remained in the road until the next 
morning, when a neighbor of Mr. Nealing’s, 
on his way to town, found it. The back 
of Mr. Nealing’s head had been crushed in 
and a bullet hole was found in his breast. 
This created the impression that the old 
farmer had been shot and then beaten to 
death. The murder created a great deal 
of excitement, for Mr. Nealing was well 
known throughout the county, and was one 
of its most orderly citizens. No clue could 
be secured to the murderer until several 
months after it had occurred, and then the 
party suspected was out of reach of the ofli- 
cers of the county. 

Among the negroes who were working on 
Mr. Nealing’s place was Frank Wright. 
Wright had been with the old man a long 
time, and when the dead body was brought 
home he was as deeply distressed, appar- 
ently, as any of the family. A few months 
after the murder Wright left the country, 
and in a short time after he went away -a 
ring which Mr. Nealing had been wearing 
for years, and which was missing with the 
money he carried, was found among some 
things Wright left behind him. Starting 
with this as a clue the detectives soon 
found sufficient evidence to fix the crime on 
Wright, but the negro could nowhere be 
found. A few weeks ago, however, Sheriff 
Morgan ascertained that a negro answering 
Wright’s description was working in Tar- 
boro, N. C., and that he had been there 
something over four years. The sheriff 
went up a few days ago, and without any 
trouble secured the negro, who was the 
right one. .Wright’s arrest was a complete 
surprise to him. He denied the charge 
made against him and accompanied the 
sheriff home without giving him any trouble. 

Sheriff Morgan and his prisoner passed 
through Atlanta yesterday evening on the 
Western and Atlantic and will reach their 
destination this morning.

Holbrook Acquitted of the Murder of 
George Wallraven. 


THE JURY OUT ONLY SIX MINUTES 


The Reception of the Verdict—Able Ar- 
gumentsin Behalt of the Defend- 
ant by His Counse lL 


“Not guilty !” 

That was the verdict of the jury, brought 
in yesterday afternoon at 6 o'clock. ; 

And Parks Holbrook was pronounced in- 
nocent of the blocd of George Wallraven. 

They agreed upon a verdict within six 
minutes after they retired to their room. 

It was the speediest- verdict r@ndered in 
a@ murder case in this county in several 
years, and the alleged mapderer has been 
vindicated by a jwy of hw*countrymen. 

Receptiun of the Verdict. 

It was very gcenctally believed after the 
evidence in the case was submitted yester- 
day morning that the verdict would be that 
of acquittal. 

No one thought, however, that the case 
would be decided within an hour or .aree- 
quarters after submitting it to the jury. 

There was a large number of spectators 
in the courtroom when the verdict Was 
rendered. Among them was the prisoner 
himself, Councilman A. L. Holbrook, and 
ex-Representative Holbrook, of DeKalb 
county. 

The attorneys for Mr. Holbrook were also 

esent. ‘They were Judge Dorsey, Mr. Al- 

ert Howell, Jr., and Judge J. A. Anderson. 

After the jury had been in their room for 
only a few minutes there was heard a rap- 

ing on the door of the jury room. The 

iliff went to the door and then returning 
to the foot of Judge Clark’s rostrum he 
said: yee 

“The jury have agreed upon a verdict. 

“Admit them,’ replied the judge. 

Thereupon the twelve men who had sat 
in judgment upon the life of the defendant 
filed into the courtroom and took their 
seats in the jury box. 

The verdict, which was written on the 
back of the bill of indictwent, was handed 
to tLe solicitor. It read: “We, the jury, 
find the defendant, Parks Holbrook, not 
guilty.’ ; 

As soon as the meaning of the words 
flashed upew the mind of the defendant 
there was @A instantaneous gleam in his 
sad eyes end @ wok of grattude swept 
across his brown face. He felt like hug- 
ging each uum of the jurors sepurately and 
also ns able attorneys, who bad managed 
the case so successfully in his behalf. e 
was congratulated by his relatives in the 
courtroom and passed out into the street 
with a lighter heart than ke had carried 
for many days. 

Wetails of the Trial. 

When the evidence was completed yester- 
day afternoon there was a change made by 
the solicitor in abandoning the charge of 
the indictment, which wus murder, and 
making it that of voluntary manslaughter. 

Colonel Dorsey desired to submit the 
case to the jury without an argument. Mr. 
Hill preferred, however, to argue the cuse 
on the idea that the parties had agreed to 
thé fight and that Holbrook was guilty of 
voluntary manslaughter. ‘l‘he argument was 
thereupon commenced to the jury. 

It was argued by the.attorneys for Hol- 
brook that he had never sought a difficulty 
with Wallraven; that his pistol was not on 
his person, but in his wagon on the outsiae 
ot .be building. Wallraven, on the contrary, 
had «Ww pistols on his person. After the 
belligereats had been separated in the store 
where the first difticulty occurred, Holbrook 
had leaped in his wagon and started on his 
way up the road. 

“allvaven, acter agreeing to let the mat- 
ter drop, had gone out of the back way, 
vlizbed over a-wire fence, crossed an in- 
tervening ditch aid gained the big road 
for the purpose of taking the life of his 
antagonist. 

This was strongly brought out by Judge 
Dorsey, who argued that it Holbrook had 
been killed instead of Wallraven it would 
have been a case of willful and deliberate 
murder. Holbrook had simply acted in 
self-defense and in thus standing his ground 
the law would uphold him. The argument 
of Judge Dorsey was clearly cut and pro- 
duced a decided impression upon the minds 
of the jury. He made it appear that Hol- 
brook had entered Trimbles store onia eace- 
able errand to purchase goods and that 
Wallraven had been the first to ie mee the 
quarrel. The argument of Judge Ajnderson, 
who opened the case for the defendant, was 
a very able appeal in behalf of his client. 

Solicitor Hill was rather brief in his ar- 
gument to the jury, though his speech was 
one of greas power and of characteristic el- 
oquence: 

It was nearly 6 o’clek when Judge Clark 
began to charge the jury. ‘he charge was 
rather short, but covered all the law of 
the subject. The jury retired to their room

The Typical Southerner, 

The typical American has been the 
subject of much discussion. Some have 
found him’in Lincoln, and others point 
to Lee. Perhaps it will not be amiss to 
take up another branch of the question— 
the typical southerner. 

We believe that there will be no dissent- 
ing voice when we name Lucius Q. C. 
Lamar. Chivalric and yet conservative, 
imaginative and yet practical, scholarly 
and yet a man of affairs, “loving a nation 
into peace,” and yet devoted to his native 
south—LCamar was all this and more. 

In several historical debates in congress, 
this great southerner strikingly illustrated 
the qualities which have made him so 
generally loved and honored. His mag- 
nanimous tribute to Charles Sumner first 
drew the attention of the north to him. 


~* . 


Naturally, it was misunderstood by tlie” 
superficial, but it was not long before the 


northerners were put upon notice that, 
while the Mississippian was ready to do 
justice to an opponent, he was also quick 
to defend his own people“Against unjust: 
attacks. Roscoe Conkling had to submit 
to a rebuke from him, with the stinging 
reminder that it was one which “no good. 
man would deserve, and no brave man 
would bear.” Blaine, too, felt the power 
of his burning eloquence, and on one 
occasion appealed to the house for pro- 
tection. 

Lamar’s part in one great debate will 
not soon be forgotten. In 1879, when 
the pension arrears bill was up, Senator 
Hoar offered the following amendment: 

Provided that no pension shall ever be paid 
under this act to Jefferson Davis, the late 
president of the so-called confederacy, 

Several southern senators spoke, - and 
then Senator Lamar took the floor. He 
referred to the insult, wantonly and with- 
out provocation, offered by the senator 
from Massachusetts, and was immediate- 
ly called to order by Mr. Edmunds, who 
was in the chair. The senate decided 
that the words should stand, and the 
orator, after apologizing for wounding 
the sensibilities of Mr. Hoar, proceeded 
with his speech. He boldly declared that 
the only difference between himself and 
Jefferson Davis was the fact that the 
lattar’s eXalted character, pre-eminent 
talents and well-established reputation 
as a statesman, patriot and soldier, en- 
abled him t6 lead in the cause to which 


_ the speaker had consecrated himself, and 
to which every fiber of his heart respond- 


ed.: An insult to Davis was an insult to 
the southern people, as the only difference 
between them was that between a leader 
and his followers. Mr. Davis had never 
uttered % word that would encourage 
hostility to the union after the war, and 
it was unjust to seek to dishonor him. 
In conclusion, the senator said: 

Now, sir, I do not wish to make any re- 
marks here that. will engender any excite- 
ment or discussion; but I say that the sena- 
tor from Massachusetts connected that name 
with tredson. We all know that the results 
of this war have attached to the people of 
the south the technical crime of rebellion, 


‘and we submit to it, but that was not the 


sense in which the gentleman used that term 
as applied to Mr. Davis. He intended to 
affix—I will not say he intended, but the in- 
evitable effect of it was to affix upon this 
aged man, this man broken in fortune, suffer- 
ing from bereavement—an epithet of odium 
and imputation of moral turpitude. 

Sir, it required no courage to do that; it 
required no magnanimity to do it; it required 
no courtesy; it only required hate, bitter, 
malignant, sectional feeling, and a sense of 
personal impunity. The gentleman, I believe, 
takes rank among Christian statesmen. He 
might have learned a better lesson, even from 
the pages of mythology. When Prometheus 
was bound to the rock it was not an eagle—it 
was a vulture—that buried his beak in the 
tortured vitals of the victim... - 

Mr. Blaine responded with a tame pro- 
test against placing Mr. Davis anywhere 
in the race that had produced Hampden 
and Washington. The debate continued 
until Zach Chandler came to the front 
with the insulting statement that Davis 
entered the senate with perjury on his 
lips and treason in his heart. After an 
attempt to draw a pathetic picture of the 
horrors of the war; Chandler expressed 
his surprise at hearing a eulogy upon a 
loving rebel, and a double-dyed traitor. 

To this torrent of coarse abuse, Lamar, 
of course, made no reply. The debate 
was over, and the general verdict was 
that all the thunder and lightning in it 
was furnished by the Mississippian. The 
speeches on the republican side were as 
commouplace as the dull pattering of the 
raindrops after the climax of an electric 
storm. 

Surely, this Rupert of debate was our 
typical southerner!

Two simple propositions form the basis of 
Dr. Pick’s system: 1. That the attention 
should be concentratell on as few ideas as 
possible at one time, and 2. To force the 
attention to the ideas in question by com- 
paring them with each other. It is, of course, 
obvious that the fewer the ideas of which a 
person is conscious at one and the same time 
the stronger and more definite the impres- 
sion will be, and also that, if we scrupulously 
compare the objects which they represent 
with each other, this definiteness not only be- 
comes more clearly impressed but no one of 
these ideas is recalled without bringing others 
which cohere to it. In this connection the 
statement that there is not one but many 
memories in each mind, and that one kind of 
memory is pre-eminently developed in one 
person and another in another is interesting. 
For example, persons having individuality 
strongly developed, receive peculiarly distinct 
impressions of externals, and, therefore, of 
persons, and are able to recognize them 
readily. Others having locality strongly de- 
veloped remember even people by the place 
in which they saw them, and others still 
there are who have an especial faculty for re- 
membering words and acquiring languages.

Father Keiley spoke in favor of accepting 
the money and of applying it as early as 
possible to the benefit of the suffering poor.

Mr. Small finally settled the matter by 
offering the following resolution which 
was accepted: 

“Resolved, "Nhat the pastors’ meeting 
gratefully acknowledge the tender of the 
surplus relief fund through the chairman 
of the Commercial Club and city relief com- 
mittees; that while we do not accept the 
same for general and immediate distribution, 
we do cordially recommend that the fund as 
tendered be held as the nucleus of equipment 
for the Atlanta Charitable Association here- 
after to be formed and in the organization 
of which we promise our fullest co-operation 
and authorize our chairman to appoint a 
committee to aid the Commercial Club, and 
citizens’ committees in that work.”

Nicely was one of the best known ex- 
press messengers who took a run out of At- 
lanta a few years ago, and is, still well 
known by all the agents whose runs center 
here. He first entered the service of the 
company as agent between Atlanta and 
Athens. He has relatives here now, one a 
brother, who is an engineer. 

Of recent years Nicely’s run has been 
between Greensboro, N. C., and 
Salem, N. ©, over a branch 
of the Richmond and Danville. He had 
the handling of many large packages of 
money sent from the money centers to the 
interior towns reached by the branch lines 
over which his route lay. 

Several days ago a package containing a 
vast sum of’ money was sent to Winston, 
N. C., from New York, and at Greens- 
boro it felY into Nicely’s hands to be safe- 
ly delivered at its destination. As to the 
exact amount of money contained in the 
package there is some doubt, but it is ru- 
mored to have reached the sum df $80,000 
_The package never reached its destina- 
tion, but so shrewdly was its disappear- 
ance hidden by Nicely that its loss was not 
discovered until several days after it occur-

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HIS WIFE HAS FORGIVEN HIM 


And Yesterday She Spent an Hour at His 
Bedside—Miss Muegge Considered 
Out of Danger. 


Unable to swallow food or to talk except 
in whispers and that with great difficulty, 
Umberto Piantini is lying at the Grady hos- 
pital with chances of his recovery smaller 
than they have been since he attempted to 
take his life. 

Wednesday he talked with little effort. 
Yesterday he could scarcely talk at all and 
last night the attending physicians were ex- 
tremely anxious for his welfare. It was 
decided by them yesterday that the ball 
passed through his mouth and out that way. 
The inside of his mouth is so tender that he 
can neither: at nor swallow from the effect. 

Yesterday afternoon his wife called at the 
hospital to see him. Her manner was quiet 
aud she betrayed not the slightest agitation. 
She sat for several minutes in the superin- 
tendent’s office waiting for the physicians 
to ‘escort her to her husband's bedside. Sue 
had nothing to say while sitting in the of- 
fice waiting, but studied the figures on the 
wall deep in thought. 

Quietly, but with firm step, she followed 
the physician to the door of the ward where 
Piantini is kept. At the door the surgeon 
left her, and entering, she walked aioug 
between the row of cots, her eyes 
wandering over the faces of _ the, 
patients. She was not long iu 
jucuung Piantini at tae far end of the ward. 
He was lying facing the door. His eyes were 
fixed upon the dour, as they had n all 
day, as if he were watchiug for some one. 

Mrs. Piantini walked straight toward him 
and sat down in a chair beside his cot, Me 
had recognized here as soon as she entered 
the door and had kept his eyes fixed upon 
her. As she reached his side he looked up 
with a grateful smile on his face. 

His lips moved in a powerful effort to 
frame something he wanted to say, but the 
attempt was a failure. His voice was 
husky and to attempt to speak was tor- 
ture to him. 

Mrs. Piantini sat for nearly an hour by 
her husband holding his hand. His bloodless 
face was upturned toward her and his eyes 
were me peers upon her with a wandering ex- 
pression in them. Nothing was said, but the 
wife’s look conveyed to the guilty husband 
her forgiveness. Her eyes were eloquent 
be sympathy, but never a tear dimmed 

em. 

She made no protest against his faithless- 
ness; uttered no word of anger or blame. 
if the passion between the couple who had 
tried to die together had been great, how 
much greater was this woman’s love for 
her unfaithful lord. Some idea of the no- 
bility of character which could forgive such 
matrimonial treason as he had been guilty 
of seemed to penetrate the senses of the 
Italian and he gazed upon the face of the 
wife whom.he had wronged with a grateful 
OOK. 

After spending nearly an hour with PI- 
antini his wife left, seying she would come 
again. In the office she asked the physi- 
cians some questions. about her husband’s 
condition, and if he would get well. The 
last time she had seen Piantini until yester- 
da was on Tuesday afternoon, two hours 
before he went to the hotel to kill himself. 
He went home that afternoon and hugged 
and kissed his wife goodby. He seemed to 
be greatly Wrought up over something, and 
his wife suspected something was wrong. 
He had never been so affectionate before. 

Neither Piantini’s mother or father called 
to see him yesterday. His close friend, 
Will Seivers, called and Spent oom time 
with him during the day. By him Piantini 
sent a message to Miss Muegge. 

The coniition of Miss Muegge was some- 
what improved yesterday, and no fears are 
entertained as to her recovery. She still 
refuses to talk, and rarely speaks except 
when she asks for something. She has not 
vet told anything about the shooting. The 
only thing the physicians dread about her 
ease is that an abseets will form from the 
wound in her ear. 

Unsy .n Part a Parallel. 

In reference to the Montgomery tragedy 
in which Miss Orelia Suarp was found 
dead in the Montgomery cemetery with 
‘Nicropi, the Italian who was madly infatu- 
ated with her, yesterday's Constitution cit- 
ed this instance in the headline of the story 
as a parallel case with tuat of thé unfortu- 
nate allair at the Metropolitan hotel, in 
which Piastini a Muegge barely 
escaped with their lives. 

The reference to the parallel was intended 
to apply only to the madness of Italian in- 
fatuation, which was so abundantly illu@ 
trated in the Montgomery instance as weil 
as in the desperation of Piantini. The dif- 
ferelice in the two cases is that the Atlanta 
incident is shrouded with the grossest im- 
morality growing out of reckless infatua- 
tion. In the Montgomery case there was, 
of course, nothing to reflect in the slightest, 
on the unfortunate woman who was well 
known in Atlanta, and who had many 
friends here.

The larger part of 
this advance is due to a covering demard 
from the short interest which was made timid 
wy the reports again current this afternoon, 
that the prospect for a settlement of the locz- 
out was more hopeful. It is to be hoped that 
this may prove true, and in-rease the demand 
for cot.on in Liverpool, where the large stock 
is pressing heavily on the market. So as 
known the interor towns will not lose any 
large amount of cotton from stocks this week, 
and the movement according to The Chronicle, 
will, therefore. be likely to exceed the 66 
per cent. of which is the comparison now made 
as pointing to a crop of 6.650.000 bales.

NEW YORK, January 26.—Masters and 
spinners failed to agree at the meeting held in 
Manchester today and adjourned indefinitely.

ing orders from Liverpool of the cotton bought 
yesterday and Tuesday on the hope of a set- 
tlement of the lockout caused a decline of 
ten to eleven points, this decline, while not 
fully representing the decline in Liverpool, 
brought buyers to the support of the market. 
and /a tion of the extreme decline was re- 
covered. The trade are not yet convinced 
that the market can decline in face of the. 
light movement pee during the next 
four weeks. From the plantations this week. 
we expect a movement of about 65,000 bales 
to compare with 101,000 bales in 1892. At 
New Orleans tomorrow Ae receipts will be 
about 5.000 bales against 11,800 last vear 
and 3,204 last week. On this last estimate 
the market is recovering from the ig ee 
of the morning. No estimate of the Bombay 
movement has been received from Liverpool 
today. Though the receipts at the interior 
towns are 2.577 bales, against 2,610 bales last 
year, and 1,849 bales last week. The market 
closed very steady at 4 points above the quo-. 
tations of the morning. The targer part of 
this advance is due to a covering demard 
from the short interest which was made timid 
wy the reports again current this afternoon, 
that the prospect for a settlement of the locx- 
out was more hopeful. It is to be hoped that 
this may prove true, and in-rease the demand 
for cot.on in Liverpool, where the large stock 
is pressing heavily on the market. So as 
known the interor towns will not lose any 
large amount of cotton from stocks this week, 
and the movement according to The Chronicle, 
will, therefore. be likely to exceed the 66 
per cent. of which is the comparison now made 
as pointing to a crop of 6.650.000 bales. For 
the next four weeks the plantation deliveries

Here the market, in sym- 
pathy with the decline in Liverpool and under the in- 
fluence of cotton sold, which had been bought on the 
recent reports that the strike would probably be set- 
tled today, opened at a decline of about 10 points. The 
market showed no special feature until shortly before 
the close when values slightly recovered, owing to the 
estimated small receipts for New Orleans tomorrow. 
Port receipts thus this week is about 62,000 bales while, 
with estimates for tomorrow, the total will be brought 
up to only 73,000, which compares to about 130,000 for 
the corresponding week of last year. The interior and 
plantation movements are also expected to show very 
light, all of which have naturally had a tendency to 
stimulate the market and would undoubtedly have 
had a greater effect but forthe fact that the weather 
in the south has been exceedingly bad and it is gener- 
ally believed that the smaller receipts, in a great 
measure, are due to this fact.

HE WAS ARRESTED WHILE AT SCHOOL 


A Jasper County Man Is in the Same Kind 


of Soup —Accused o: Violating 
7 the Postal Laws. 


B. H. Osborn, alias Robert J. R. Long- 
ing, alias K. H. Faringer, alias K. H. 
Zaymore, alias Hootlack, has succeeded in 
getting himself in a muddle that apparently 
will result very seriously to that person. 

Young Osborn, who is accused of sign- 
ing his name with the many variations 
quoted, was arrested yesterday moruing at 
the Southern Shorthand and business col- 
lege by WPostotlice Inspector Baird. The 
charge against the young man is sending 
obscene bitter through the mail, addressed 
to a Well-kuown young lady, the daughter 
vf an Atiauta physician. 

It appears that sume time last August the 
youlbg luuy receiveu a ietier, a jeiier lp- 
moral iu nutwe aud absolutely obscene aud 
yuigur, sigueu by Kobert J. K. Longing. 
Rather thun have her name discussed in 
such a couuection the young lady said noth- 
ing about the ietter. in less tuan a mouth 
she received another, hardly less Vulgar 
and purporting to be from the same person, 
Louging. The young lady not responding 
to the letters, the same writer addressed 
the mother. The main topic of the letter 
was the-young lady. The mother, fearing 
that her husband might shoot the person 
who wrote the letters, did not mention them 
to him. Other letters came and went un- 
answered. The telephone was then used 
as a means of further insulting the young 
woman; and it was by means of the tele 
phone that the husband and father first 
learned of thé indecent letters that had 
been received by his wife and daughter. 

Not. long ago Postoffice Inspector Baird 
took up the affair which culminated in the 
arrest of Ben Osborn yesterday morning. 
The means used was the decoy letter ad- 
dressed to some of the persons that Osborn 
seemed to have represented. But that is 
not the only link in the chain of evidence 
against Osborn. He was seen to call up 
the residence of the young lady by tele- 
phone and he has been positively identified 
as the person who did telephone to the 
young woman. 

the Arrest of Osborn. 

After working up the case for some time 
Inspector Baird decided to arrest Ben Os- 
born on Wednesday night. Osborn, who 
does some occasional bookkeeping at the 
book bindery of W. W. Barker, failed to 
show up, however.

His 
residence is at 156 Chapel street. 

, Taken Before Judge Gaston, 

At 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon Osborn 
was taken before Judge Gaston, United 
States commissioner, where he was bound 
over in a temporary bond until the hearing, 
which has been set for next Tuesday, the 
last day of this mouth. 

A number of witnesses for the United 
States testified, and among them were the 
young lady and her father. The first wit- 
ness introduced was the young lady to 
whom the letters had been written. She 
looked as if she were very much embar- 
rassed and appeared to be somewhat ner- 
vous. She told in detail the story already 
given and related the telephone episode. 
She testified that immediately after the so- 
called Mr. Faringer had finished talking to 
her she telephoned to the central office and 
found out the number that the person had 
been talking through. 

The chief delivery clerk at the postoffice 
testified that a young man had called at the 
window for letters addressed to Longing; 
he identified Osborn as the man who asked 
for the letters. 

. J. Conyers, a delivery clerk, swore 
that Osborn, whose name he did not know 
until yesterday, called no less than fifty 
times for letters addressed to Longing, Far- 
inger, Zaymore and Hootlack, nyers 
was Very positive in his identification of Os- 
born as the person that called for letters 
addressed to such names. 

Mr. J. G. Rucker testified that a young 
man, whom he now identified as Osborn, 
had come into the store of Burgess & 
Co. and used their telephone and that he 
nad been asked who’ Osborn was, but could 
not answer as he did not know at that time. 

The father of the young lady then told of 
his attempts to discover the author of the 
vile letters but was unsuccessful; he also 
stated that he was very sorry at the turn 
it had taken. 

Inspector Baird testified as to the arrest 
of Osborn and as to the conversation which 
took place in his office. | 

Judge Gaston bound Osborn over in the 
sum of $750. The case was set for a hear- 
ing on next Tuesday.

FROM FRIENDS OF A MOONSHINER 


Whose Bond He Re'used to Sign, Lead to 
Sensational Discoveries—Detectives 
Believe It Was a Bold Pilot. 


Abnsive letters containing threats of dyn- 
amite have excited a very uneasy feeling in 
the breast of Mr. John F. Faith for several 


weeks past, which was only relieved when 


the supposed author was landed behind 
prison bars yesterday. Then Mr. Faith 
breathed comfortably once again. 

The prisoper was C. C. Kilgore, of Jas- 
per county, a white man of intelligence, 
about fifty years old and a veteran of the 
civil war. Kilgore belougs to the very 
numerous class of the north Georgia citi- 
zeus generally desiguated as moonshiners 
and is a typical member of that class. 
lives in a section of the state in the vi- 
Ciuity of which many moonshiners have been 
raided by the officials, and, naturally, his 
sympathies are with the distillers of the 
mountain dew. 3

gore’s tormer ueighbors in Jasper county 
was Henry Smith, a man who had wide ex- 
perience lu WdkKig corn Whisky on nicl 
tain streams. Suwith was caught by tue 
Quclals, DUL Muuaged to escape imprison- 
ment. After being discovered at his moun- 
tain still he came to Atlanta and begun 
operations. Just a few muies soutueast of 
Aulanta Mr. John F. Faith, one of the 
oldest citizens of Atlanta and a prominent 
busivess"man, has a distillery that has been 
operated for several years and has com- 
plied with all the requirements of the rev- 
enue law.

Colonel A. G. Howard, one of the recent 
candidates for sheriff of Fulton county, 
and one of the best known men who has 
ever been in business in Atlanta, died at 
his home in this city yesterday morning. 

He was surrounded by the members of 
his family and household, who have been 
with him throughout his brief illness, and 
the end came peacefully at 8:45 o'clock. 

His illness was known to only a few per- 
sons Outside of his own household, and his 
(leath will, therefore, be a great shock to 
his many friends in this city and through- 
ut the state. 

Colonel Howard was a man of great per- 


sonal magnetism, as his recent campaign 


.u this county abundantly testifies. It was 
on account of the zeal which he took in the

success of his ticket that contracted the 
fatal malady which terminated yesterday. 
It will be remembered that the weather on 
the day of the election was very inclement. 
In spite of this fact Colonel Howard arose 
early and was one of the first men at the 
polls. He remained on the grounds through- 
out the entire day, and was unusually ac- 
tive and enthusiastic in suppont of his own 
election and that of his associates on the 
same ticket. 

A few days after the election he began 
to feel the effects of his exposure. He was 
not prostrated, but he felt that he was 
growing weaker. A few days ago he took 
his bed and never regained his feet. 

Colonel Howard was at one time a lead- 
ing tobacco merchant of this city. Many 
will recall the substantial house of How- 
ard, Wood & Co., and after that of A. G. 
Howard & Co. He was a business man of 
very superior qualifications. 

As soon as the death of Colonel Howard 
was made known 
there were many fervent expressions 
of regret on the part of his for- 
mer opponents for the office. of 
sheriff. “He was a good man,” was the 
universal opinion of those who knew and 
ig aye him about the courthouse. 

will be greatly missed by his many 

friends in Atlanta to whom he endeared 

himself by his agreeable manners and his 
princely nobility of character. 
Sketch of His Life. 

Colonel A” G. Howard was born in Cass- 
well county, North Carolina, on the 20th 
of November, 1842. His father, Alexis 
Howard, was a very extensive farmer and 
a man of considerable prominence in his 
native settlement. He moved to the state 
of Alabama, however, during the childhood 
of Colonel Howard, and there he settled in 
the county of Macon. 

The education of Colonel Howard was ob- 
tained at Tuskegee, Ala., where he enjoyed 
the advantages of a very good schooling. 
He remained at Tuskegee until the break- 
ing out of the late war. He then enlisted 

der the command of ex-Governor R. F. 
Ligon. After reaching Virginia, however, 
he was assigned to the command of the gal- 
lant Tom Jones. He served throughout 
the entire war and distinguished himself 
in several engagements. At one time he 
was severely injured and he was confined 
to the hospital for nearly four months. As 
soon as he was able to shoulder his musket 
he started again to the front and was in 
the very worst engagements that closed 
that awful effusion of blood. He was at the 
surrender at Appomattox and heard the 
farewell remarks of General Lee, and also 
those of General Gordon addressed to the 
remnant of the army of Northern Virginia. 

After the war he returned to Alabama to 
find that the property of his father had 
been swept away. He saw that he had to 
work, and not only that but he had to take 
che first thing that came to hand. He ap- 
plied himself to farming and endeavored to 
scratch a livelihood out of the ground. He 
was soon discouraged, however, and as soon 
as he could find an opening he came to At- 
Janta. He secured the position of traveling 
avent for a tohacco house and remained in 
the same employ until he went into busi- 
ness for himself. 

He first entered into a partnership with 
Mr. Watt Haralson, under the firm name of 
Howard & PHuraison. It was afterwards 
Howard. Wood & Co., and then A. G. How- 
ard & Co. He retired from the tohacco 
business about five vears ago and entered 
the insurance market.
